Harbor, N. Y.. four troops of the Third 
cavalry, from Ft. Riley, Knn.: two 
companies of the Second Light artil- 
lery, Ft. Riley; one company of tho 
Fourth artillery, Ft Riley; Com- troops 
of the. Eighth cavalry, from Ft. Nio- 
brara, Neb. 


Most of the regulars arc stationed at 


the lake front camp, which, being near 
headquarters, has been the location of 
the reserve force from which detach- 
ments have been sent when needed, to 
Ilnmmoiid, Pullman, the Stockyards or 
wherever needed.The next largest camp 
is at the stockyards. 
Here are also 


stationed several companies of state 
troops. 


Detachments of regulars were on

All import duties which ure now pay- 


able in gold, will on and nfter Decem- 
ber next be paid in national currency, 
plus the ruling rate of exchange. 


Nitrate duties, however, which are 


now paid partly in currency, will be en- 
tirely payable in gold or drafts on 
London. The rates of duty will re- 
main the same as now. 


From the sum of these duties -1,000,- 


OOO pesos will go to swell the coversion 
fund. 
Should the government have an 


excess of funds in ISuropc, it will sell 
drafts by public tender, asking author- 
ity to coin silver up to the amount ol 
10,000,000 pesos. 


The government will then lend this 


sum to private banks, if nslted, retiring 
their note issue up to 17,000,000. and 
giving in exchange ilscal notes payable 
in coin on demand after 18CQ. 
The 


banks will pay the government three 
per cent, until the loan is repaid. 


Fifty per cent, of the public ollicials'

January next in coin, and in 18SIB whol-

supplies to the electric light plant, and 
asked that they be accepted. 


Mr. Williams called attention to the 


fact that there was no money in the 
treasury and thought council couldn't 
act legally in the matter now. In this 
view lie was borne out by the solicitor. 


Mr. Bannon then talked at some 


length on the subject, saying among 
other things that the street railroad 
had not thought of sending in the bill 
until a member of council had told 
them to send it in and it would be al- 
lowed. He thought council had enough 
to do to keep from spending money 
without members going around hunt- 
ing up business. 
This council was 


elected on a platform of economy and 
it should be loyal to its principles. If 
they kept on they wonld^pile up more 
floating debt than 
the Democratic 


council. 


Council then proceeded to get tan- 


gled up. First Mr. Ncill said he would 
withdraw his bids and motion as there 
was no mouey in the treasury. Mr- 
Tarley then moved to refer the whole 
thing back to the committee. Mr. Ban- 
non amended by moving that it was the 
sense of the council that the supplies 


could not be taxed. 
It is not likely 


that it will be brought up again. 


Tho plat of an addition to the city 


to be know as the Hutchins addition, 
laud owned by W. A. Hutchins and 
Cornelia M. Hutchius was presented 
and referred to a special committee 
consisting of Messrs. Adams, Goodman, 
Doty and the engineer. 


Mr. Bannon insisted as a question of 


privilege that the street improvement 
ordinances be read a second time. Mr. 
Connolley moved to adjourn. This was 
lost, Adams, Connolley, 
Neill 
and 


Itidcr voting aye. 


Mr. Bannon now moved that the 


council take up the street ordinances. 
Lost, Messrs. Bannou, Turlcy, Good- 
man, Wall and Williams voting aye. 


The market ordinance was read a 


second time under suspension of the 
rules, and was then allowed to go over 
till next meeting. 


The time for adjournment was ex- 


tended one hour, after which Mr. Tur- 
ley's "rock-pile" ordinance was read a 
second and third time, and passed, 
Messrs, liannon and Stevens alone vot- 
ing no. 


The mayor said prisoners in the sta- 


tion house were annoyed by persons 
going in and out of the Tribune slley. 
Referred to the committee on police. 


Tilr. Connolley said Mr. Stockham 


was unable to remove the sunken 
boat on his lease. A motion by Mr. 
Connolley that the city clerk notify 
the snagboat Woodruff oi the same 
and ask that she remove the obstruction 
was passed. 


A motion made to extend the time for 


adjournment two hours was amended 
by CapL Williams that the council stay 
over till 0 o'clock. Carried. 


A motion to adjourn was lost. Mr. 


Bannon moved that council suspend 
the rules and go back to the considera- 
tion of street ordinances, but with- 
drew the motion. Mr. Doty moved to 
adjourn. 
Then a squabble ensued be- 


tween Messrs. Baunon and Williams 
on the one side and President Ridenour 
on the other, as to whether one mo- 
tion to adjourn could follow another di- 
rectly, the former 
contending that 


some business must intervene. 
The 


chair ruled otherwise and the question
